Sir John Simon Explains 
‘Latest Position 


; LONDON, Apr. 9 (Reuter).—- 
Replying. to a question about the 
recent trend in sterling, Sir 
John Simon in the House of 
Commons to-day declared that 
the recent fall in the unofficial 
tate) for sterling on foreign 
markets was in no way a sign of 
Britigh financial weakness or 
difficulties, : 

It was a natural result, he said, of 
a recent regulation providing that 
exports of tin, rubber and certain

The fall in the quotation was ine 
cldentally the result of the tighten- 
Ing of the exchange control, 

Limited Fall 

The fall, he said, was Mmited to a 
very small proportion of sterling, 
namely that held by such forelgners 
as would choose to dispose of it to 
another forcigner at the rate cur- 
rent on foreign markets, 

The proportion of transactions out- 
side' the QMcinl market, he said, was 
much smaller still if allowance were 
made for the fnct that a very great 
proportion of our purchases were 
made from sterling and franc—using 
arcas, and did not involve interven- 
tion of foreign currencies at oll, 

Still Good To Hold 

Dealing with a suggestion that 
Britain should block sterling assets 
belonging to forelgners, Sir John said 
that on a balanced review of all con- 
siderations involved, we chose not to

Gencrally, several members of the 
crew can dish up a tasty meal, 

Some flying boat. captains prefer 
to detail one particular man as cook, 
Others use the rota system to make 
sure that there nre substitutes for 
the regular cook so that thelr crews 
will not suffer when he is not avail-

All the, cooking in a flying boat 
is done over two primus burners, 
which have an oven between them.

The fall, he sald, was limited to a 
very small proportion of _ sterling, 
namely that held by such foreigners 
os would choose to dispose of it .to 
another forelgner at the rate cure 
rent on forcign markets. 

‘The proportion of transactions out- 
side the officlal.market, he said, was 
much smaller still if allowance were 
made for the fact that a very great 
proportion of. our purchases ‘were 
made from sterling and franc—uslng, 
areas, and did not Involve Interven- 
tion of foreign currencies at oll.
